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STATE CORRESPONDENCE. 


The State University at Athens— 
Its Officers—-Libraries—Honor 
System— Beneficiaries, 


ATHENS, June 6, 1869. 


Like a breath of fragrant air from the 
lost days of boyhood comes the atmosphere 
of these college oaks, and as I take my pen 
to write of classic Athens, it seems freight- 
ed with the memories of “old col 
days.” Not here were they spent, but the 
motherhoed of all universities beget a fra- 
ternity in the heart of every alumnus. As 
if by a mystic sign of brotherhood, he re- 
cognizes every classic hall and tower, and 
lives his life over again in the throng of 
students, as they come pouring out of the 
dizzying 1ecitation rooms over the broad 
campus, and gather noisily about the cor- 
ner post office. Hesees himself again, not 
less in the mild- eyed Freshman and adoles- 
cent Sophomore, than the bearded Senior, 
and, perhaps, thinks of the last time, 
when. the farewell song burdening the 
early morning air, he bade adieu to the 
quiet collegiate cloisters, and those com- 
rades of a thousand days.

PROFESSOR W. LEROY BROUN, 
of the departments ot Natural Philoso hy 
and Astronomy, isa man of fine acquire- 
ments and thorough activity. Perfectly at 
home in his science, he is an enthusiastic 
and valuable student in that field/ which 
presents to-day the most inviting and im- 
mediate results. He has lately /added to 
his laboratory one of the most powerful 
batteries in the country. from which we 
may look for new contributions to science. 
He has lately been giving a course of Sat- 
urday night lectures to workingmen and 
mechanics, similar to those of Ruskin and 


| Huxley, which have awakened great in- 


terest. 
PROF. CHARBONNIER 

of the department of Civil Engineering. 
has instilled into his students a thorough 
appreciation of. and love for his difficult 
study, and seems to possess a certain mag- 
netism over all the students. The progress 
and thorough understanding of scientific 
methods which his classes present. I have 
never seen equalled, save among the more 
favored scholars of our National Polytech- 
nic Institute. Prof. Charbonnier is also 
teaching an outside class in Geometrical 
Drawing. The members of the class are 
all young men from the city. Dr. W. D. 
Jones is also now delivering his famous 
course of Agricultural an Chemistry 
lectures. It may not be out of the way to 
remark that the University has a valuable 
and complete philosophical and chemical 
apparatus with which these gentlemen are 
enabled to give illustrations of all import- 
ant subjects. There is also under the 
— of the Professor of Geology, an ex- 
tensive mineralogical and _ geological 
Cabinet. 

Professor Williams Rutherford. who has 
been connected with the institution for 
several years past, has managed the Mathe- 
matical Department, and his knowledge, 
devotion to the students, and energetic in- 
dustry won a high meed of approval. 

There are four libraries to which stu- 
dents of the University have access, viz: 
The College Library. the Gilmer Library, 
and the two Society Libraries. 

The College Library contains above 13,- 
600 volumes of standard literary and scien- 
tific works. About one half of these, it is 
conjectured, were a present originally from 
England to the State, and by the Stute 
turned over to the College. They embrace 
perhaps the only set of Parliamentary re- 
cords in the country. Among the numer- 
ous other portraits which adern the walls, 
may be seen that of Gen. Tom. Cobb, the 
only student who passed through the Uni- 
versity retaining as his constant mark, the 
highest, 100 

t was late when I stepped into the Li 
brary, and I thought when I emerged, that 
after all, the face here which most wins and 
and haunts one, is that of 


MAJOR J. G. BARNWELL, 
Librarian and Artist. Not thinned by 
thought or bowed by study, it has yet a 
certain unwritten history and genius 
about it which one can hardly avoid idol- 
izing. I had heard of him before, but 
could hardly recognize in thi- quiet, court- 
eous, grand old man, loving and loved by 
the students, the young here of 63. who 
“outwatched the bear,” that memorable 
midsummer night when Gillmore’s Swamp 
Angel, fiye miles away, firing by coast 
surveys through the darkness, noiseless, 
mysterious, terrible, threw from the mor- 
tars its shells into slumbering Charleston. 
But the Librarian of Athens is artist as 
the Librarian of Albany is poet. And 
when after conversation I arose and fol- 
lowed him “into one ofthe far-away sleep-

Let all those who visit the University 
this coming commencement, gain admit- 
tance to this artist-alcove, and, while they 
listen to the quaint sad wit of its inhabit- 
ant. mark the evidences of quiet power 
and originality his pictures present.

THE HONOR SYSTEM,
